T am happy to inform our great 
hach that I am now on my return 
voyage, per 8. 8. Albertville, to our 
general office at Freetown, Sierra 
Leone, after an extended tour of ten 
weeks down the west and southwest 
borters of Africa. 

At the time of my appointment as 
General Superintendent for the West 
Qoast of Africa of the African Metho- 
Aist Episcopal Church Missions by the 
Right Rev, Abraham Grant, D. D., the 
great aud magnetic Bishop instructed 
me to enter new fields along western 
wquatorial Africa and proceed to or- 
wanize. The brethren of the Liberia 
and Sierra Leone Conferences declare 
that When the magnanimons and soul- 
honest father of our conference made 
this appointment that it was the clear- 


— cot and most empbatic indorsement-of 


the appointee's labors, services and 
eacrifices in Sierra Leone during these 
three trying and most perplexing years 
af ker Mission history. 

L therefore felt how much greater 
were the respousibilities, how much 
nearer to the Holy Spirit I need be 
in order o succeed and give God 
tne glory justly His own! The session 
of my Conference was pronounced an 
Absolute success by the Bishop and 
brethren, by friends and strangers, by 
all the people, white and black. Souls 
were saved and added to the churches 
as a result of the Conference session. 
Friends were strengthened to boldly 
peak ont for the *Blackman's 
Church, and glory in the God of 
Allen. The rich and the poor met to- 
gothber in ghancel and on rostrum and 
cheered by their prayers and songs, 
by gheir tears and tueir tongues, the! 
battle-scarred soldiers of an honorable 
church that was christened over a cen- 
_ tary ago to redeem the long-beuighted 
ons and daughters of Ham and Cusb. 

The Spirit of Allen hovered over us; 
the influence of Payne permeated 
overy trans:ction; the holy ambitions 
of a matchless Turner inspired our 
own; the seraphic presence of a tow- 


ering, maguetic aud eloquent Grant! 


reigned all-gloriously, and the motto, 
Expect great things from Christ. 
attempt great things for Christ, were, 
the longings of my very soul! 

IT accompanied the Bishop to Libe- 
ria; assisted him in the Liberia Con- 
ference; spent two Sabbaths with Pre- 
aiding Elder L. C. Curtis, B. D., in 
wottling the minigters; visited our 
work at Brewersville, preach- 
ing at 11 o'clock at our chapel 
and at 7 o'clock p. m. at the Baptist 
Church, Rev. J. O. Hayes, Pastor, to 
a union congregation of all the Pas- 
tors and people. Monday we walked 
veven miles farther interior to the 
Baptist Rick's Institute, presided over 
by the eminent Rev. Robt. B. Rich- 
ardson, D. D., the leading Baptist di- 
vine of Liberia, aud au Associate Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court. Most ex- 
evllent work is done here; a substan- 
tial two-story, commodious dormitory, 
u aplendid college chapel in the midst 
of 1100 acres of good productive farm- 
ing lands, about forty-five boarding 
boys, « printing department, good dis- 
vipline, and a most encouraging out- 
look are among the many good things 
I find here. Lawyer Gray, of Minneap- 
olis, Minnesota, U. 8. A., is in the 
taculty and seeme delighted with his 
work and with Africa. This institu- 

| tion was organized in 1887, and there 
are among the stndents ten boys, cap- 

tives in the recent Liberia war, seut 

in by President Coleman.

Dr. Smith and Secretary Spur- 
goon of the United States legation 
showed us every courtesy and are 
sriving to built up Liberia We en: 
Joyed the courteons call of Mrs, Coop- 
er with Rev. Bro. aud Mrs. Sherrill of 
the M. E. Church, and Vespenk for 
them a useful tarcer in Monrovia. On 
Thursday, March 9, woe took our de- 
partiire per 8. 8. Tenerieffe, arriving 
at Grand Bassa the next day, Here we 
were greeted by the pastors of Lower 
Bnchanen, Central Bncbanan, Upper 
Buchanan and Edina Missions. We 
were entertained by Bro. and Sister 
Mason, Bro. and Sister J. E. John- 
stone; met Bro. E. W. Micheaux from 
Oakland, California, Rev. Smith of 
the Baptist church and many others; 
The work here needs ability and 
scholarship and a good educational 
institntion, 

Sabbath morning, March 12th, we 
reached Cape Palmas, spoke for Rev. 
I. H. Evans at the M. E. Church, the 
seat of Bishop Hartzell's recent Anuual 
Conference, and was entertained by 
Hon. J. P. Gibson, Superintendent 
Pablic Schools and Vice President 
Cottington College for boys of Bishop 
Ferguson's work, The A. M. E. 
Church has a warm welcome here and 
we need a good man for this work. 1 
have appointetl Rev. A. F. Nimno, of 
Clay Askland, to begin work here. 
March 13th we called on the Com- 
mandant at Pedro and on the 15th on 
the Commandant at Grand Laban in 
the French Ivory Coast and gecured 
their consent to open A. M. E. Mo- 
sious in the French territory. At the 
latter point I find a small society of 
Englisb-speaking traders already or- 
gauized and they forthwith petitioned 
me to take them into the Africau 
Methodist Episcopal Church and to 
take one of their young men as a Mis- 
sionary student. I leave our periodi- 
cals, catechisms, etc., aud photos of 
our Bishops and General Officers and 
the work in charge of Isaac N. Browne 
and Jas, H. Gilpin, and Mrs, Caroline 
Eliza Gardner and Amodn Maumi. 
Friday, 17th instant, I pay my re- 
spects to His Excellency, The G- 
ernor of the Freuch Ivory Coasts at the 
Executive Mansion at Grand Bassam. 
Jale Porquet, Esquire, an able French 
native, His Excelleney's interpreter, 
assisted nie very greatly in making my 
appeal to the governor for the privi- 
lege of establishing African Methodist 
Missions anywhere within French ter- 
ritory. I told His Excellency of the 
great friendsbip that has existed be- 
tween the United States and the 
courtly Republic of France from the 
days of our heroic Washington, and of 
their gallant La Fayette, andreminded 
him how, even in our late nnpleasant- 
ness with Spain, France has been the 
mediatorial instrument of peace. In 
the name of all these precions memo- 
ries, have I come to make onr humble 
appeal that our American A. M. E. 
Missions be granted the privilege of 
doing Christian service to our people 
in the French Ivory Coats. 

His Excellency replied that in the 
past no Missions had been tolerated 
except French Missions the Roman 
Catholics- but in consideration of the 
terms of my request, he would grant 
our petition with this restriction, viz: 
That all-day schools for elementary 
instruction must be conducted in 
French language, but that onr church 
work might be conducted as we 
please. This is, indeed, a great 
concession, for we will find 
bat little difficulty to get native Afri- 
can Frenchmen to become teachers in 
our day schools. IT have met several, 
educated in France, who will gladly 
help us in our work, We need now & 
splendidly educated and equipped 
minister and wife to begin work at 
Grand Laban, French Ivory Coast. 
They will easily learn colloquial 
French from heathen natives, even 
who appear fluently versed in this 
modern classic. I met hosts of offi- 
cials and was cordially received by ev- 
ery one. The French are spending 
millions on improvements and the A. 
M. E. Church should go in and reap 
the benefit of the era of prosperity.” 
It the church did her full duty on 
Easter Day we shall have some means 
to push forward a great work in this 
territory. We ask your ass1stance. 

We pass on down to the British 
Gold Coast Colony and find flourishing 
centers of trade— Half Assimee, Dix- 
cove, Axim, Chams, Elimaua, Salt 
Poud, Anamaboa, Appan and Winne- 
bab. At Winnebah I spent the 24th 
instant; was entertained by the Wes- 
leyan minister, the Rev, I. I. Hayford, 
We visited the city schools (300 pupils) 
and seemed to have electrified them 
with rewarks. The Hon. Daniel A. 
Sams, chief of Winnebah, representing 
the absent king, called aboard the 
.steamer and urged me to open the A. 
M. E. Missions in and around Winne- 
bah, promising 8 suitable site 
and all possible assistance. He 
was delighted with the galaxies of the 
House of Bishops and, genersl offices 
with the Centennial Budgets of Bisbop 
Arnett and the Catechisms of our A. 
M. E. 8. 8. Union and the calendar 
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From the 25th of March to the 3d of 
April I spent at Accra, the capital of 

| the Gold Cpast colony—a handsome 
oity of fifteen or twenty thousand 
people. I was accorded A rent wel: 
come! wis entertäined by Hon. James 
A. MeCartby, the colonial solieitor 
general, who was knighted some years 
; ago by the Liberian cabinet. The 
| Honorable Chief John Vanderpuye, 
member legislative conncil; the Hon- 
| orable T. Hutton Mills, B. L., member 
legislative connoil the Rev. D. G. Will- 
iams, M. A., assistaut colonial chap- 
lain; Editor T. A. Vanderpuye, Exq., 
„Gold Coast Chronicle,” and Roland 
Cole, postmaster general; Mr. Gaskins 
of the coustabulary; Rev. A. T. George, 
head master Goverument school; Miss 
Parkes, head mistress Government Fe 
male school, and numberless others 
urged the opening f an A. M. 
B. Mission at Accra. On Palm 
Sabbath evening at o clock 1 
conducted the services at the 
[Wesleyan Chapel and preached 
to crowded throngs. 
I spent Easter also. How 
did burn as never before for the im- 
mediste spread of the Savior's- king- 
dom and of Allen's +acred legacy to 
the remotest bonnds of darkest Africa. 

A reception was accorded me by sev- 
eral gentlemen, a feast spread and a 
plea made to begin work at oute. 
More anon. 

April 5th, per Steamsbip Zebba, we 
reached Lagos, the Liverpool of west 
Africa,” in company with the Right 
Rev. Bishop Tugwell, [white] the 
Right Rev. Bishop O'Lumole, (native) 
both- of the Charch of England, and in 
company with the Rev. James Proud- 
foot, Superintendent United Metho- 
dist Free church, Sierra Leone; and 
with the celebrated Dr. E. W.Blyden, 
representing the interest of the proph- 
et Mohammet. So you may judge 
what a cloud of witnesses buld the Af- 
rican Methodist Episcopal chureb in 
full survey. Should we procrastinate 
others will soon crowd us out, aud we 
shall lose every star that shonldstud our 
orown in that great and terrible day! 
I spent two Sabbaths in Lagos, spoke 
even times, attended the opening of 
a new annex to 
Technical School,” with Gorv- 
ernor and Mrs. Denton wit- 
nessed the Missionary musical con- 
ceft, condacted by the Misses Blaize, 
et als zatteuded the Centenary Celebra- 
tion of the church Missionary Society, 
called and received calls from the 
Bishops, honorables, editors,' doctors, 
clergymen and others; visited the un- 
tutored natives in their fakairs and 
compounds, called at several day 
schools in session and transacted 
many important church matters which 
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' new A, M. E. Mission at Acera. Rev 
| Solomon was edncated partly in Rich- 
| mond College, England, is an able 
man, strong preacher and very hig 
etteemed by all classes at Abcra. 
have asked the General Mizsionary 
Board for assistance at this point. It 
is our purpose to visit the Gold Coast 
' again in December and pnsh onward 
our conquest.

The citizens are in earuest at Accra, 
Winnebah and Cape Coast Castle. 
President Henderson of Morris Brown 
College and President Chappelle of 
Allen University bave each kindly 
donsented to educate two young men 
each; and this is to say that the young 
men are ready and will reach New 
| York City about the 15th of August, in 
time for the new scholastic year. I am 
sure the doctors will be ready for 
| them. I am hoping that President 
| Mitchell of Wilberforce will be able t5 
| accommodate our, two boys from Sierra 
Leone by the same date. By taking 

these young students great hope is in- 
spired among West Africans in the 
ability of the A. M. E. Church to do a 
great work, and many of the wealthiest 
| citizens here will come to our aid 
| when once impressed that we are in 
earnest. The conrtesies also of Mr. 
Thos, McKenzie Skues, Prof. Jos. A. 
| Brittian, head master Government 
| $choo]; Chas. A, Albert Barnes, civil 
| engineer; Lawyer F. A. Tearon, 
Lawyer G6.

I spent a delightful week with 
the popular and energetic Doctor, whore 
enthusiaxtic flock and friends sent all 
manner of good things to eat to the 
parsonage.

At the invitation of the Rev. Principal 
Robert Gush, Wesleyan Collegiate In- 
stitute, I «pent-a very pleasant and 
profitable day at the Wesleyan Mis- 
sion House, but was genuerously enter- 
tained freely by Messers. Hockman 

ros., Ashantee Road, during my 15 
days' sojourn in Cape Coast Castle. 
The Rt. Rev. Bishop Smalls of the 
Zion Connection visited this point 
two years ago and took three young 
men to be educated at Livingstone 
College, Salisbary,. N. C., U. S. A.; 
but the Zion Church has no Mission 
nor school here, so the field is practi- 
cally empty aud the people are calljug 
for Allen's Banner. It is my desire to 
Hove into the castle, take charge of 
the bugles and bayonets, and man the 
cannon and musketry—in the name 
of Triune Jehovah; in the tame of 
sixteen Bishops dead and nine living; 
in the name of seven hundred and 
fifty thousand members in the Ameri- 
cas; in the name of thirty five hundrgd 
in West Africa and twelve thousand 
en South Africa and the Transvaal Re- 
public; in the name of a triumphapt

Great Sermon 
By Grand Man 


The Annual Sermon 
Delivered By 


REV. DR. I. V. COFFEE, 


Before the Alabama Con- 
ference at Its Session 
in West Point, Jan, 
Iith, 1890. 


Let the Young and the Coming 
Ministers of Our Church Read 
And Ponder Well---Let the Un- 
converted, Self-Called and Hyp- 
ocritical Intruders. Upon Our 
Ministry Read, Tremble, Quake 
Shudder and Take Their Cases 
To God In Fasting and Prayer. 


*« Awake, Awaks, Put On Thy 
Strength, © Zion. — Izaiah 51, 1. 


Our text is selected from one of the 
greater prophets of Israel. Greece 
was famons for her poets, philosophers 
and artists; Rome. for. her soldiers, 
statesmen and legislators, but nothing 
is more peculiarly characteristic of the 
religion und history of Israel than the 
mission of the prophets aud the exer- 
eise of their unique gyts. The proph- 
ets were not chiefly tellers of future 
events, but they were God's divinely 
appointed messengers to make known 
His will to the people. They served 
also as conncilors of the kings and 
rulers of Israel. But the prophetic 
office, like that of the ministry of to- 
day, was not free from intruders and 
prophets, falsely so-called. Men with- 
out divine inspiration, but by profes- 
sion, insinuated themselves into the pro- 
phetic office and were often the op- 
posers of God's prophets and parties 
to their persecutions. With their 
false prophecies they often led the 
people astray, while the true prophets 
of God eudeavored to keep before the 
nation the higher ideals of its true 
life, 

Jehovah was the true God of Israel 
and the prophets constitnted bis min- 
istry. Austere and sublime, they stood 
ont as the national incar- 
nate, as the voice of God pleading with 
his people. They have been classed 
into five divisions according to the 
parts they played in the history aud 
Progress of the theocracy, each one 
affirming a principle 'aud taking a 
step in advance 01 his pre- 
decessor as well

as defining 
more cleafly the ultimate destiny of 
the nation and the final! purpose of the 
great God in its election. They are 
named in the following order: The 
Nebiam, Elijah, Amos, Isaiah. and 
Jeremiah. ISaiah, the Axsyrian 
prophet, the author of our text 
classed with the greater prophets. Ye 
was a Citizen of Jerusalem and seems 
to have been a man of some standing 
in that city. He prophesied it seems 
during the reigns of Uzziah, Jothban, 
Abaz and Hezekiah between years of 
750 and 700 B. C. His prophecy is iu two 
divisious. The first part extending 
from chapter first to thirty-uine; the 
gecond, from the fortieth to the end of 
the book. The first part of his proph- 
ecies had reference principally to the 
present snrroundings'and couditions of 
Israel, aud he lived to see the fulfill 
ment of his words in the total 
lapse of the desiguns-of Assyria against 
the holy city. The latter predictions 
were fulfilled a hundred and fifty 
years after his death, No greater 
prophet ever lived and prophesied in 
Israet than Iggiah. Filled with a sense 
of his own unworthiness and behold- 
ing the divine Majesty in the temple, 
we hear him exclaim, Woo, 
for I am undone, because Lam a man ot 

nnclean lips, aud because J dwell in 

the midst of 1 people of 

unclean lips.” While he stood 

trembling before the scene of the won- 

derful display of the divine majesty, a 

seraphim flew from tho altar with a 

live coal in the tongs and tonched his 

lips and said, Thine iniquity is tak- 

en away and thy sin is pyrged;” and 

thus be was prepared to work for God, 

and when he heard the voice of the 

Master crying, Whom shall I send, 

and who will go for us?“ he aus wered, 

Here am I, send me, and for more 
than sixty years Isaiah stood realy al- 

ways to declare the whole council of 
God. Time is no bearer to his 
prophetic vision and he penetrates 
ages and passes through unborn gen- 
erations protesting against idolatry, 
holding out the promise and describ- 
ing with accuracy tho coming of the 
Messiah. Nearing the close of his 
wonderful vison he beholds the church 
in a stupor, having laid, as it were, 
aside her beautiful garments of right- 
eousness and fallen into sleep. See- 
ing the church cast down, oppressed 
and trampled upou e by her enemies, 
discouraged, and faith and hope al- 
most gone, he rushes forth as one 
with a message of good tidings and 
exclaims in the language of the text, 
„Awake, awake, put on thy strength, 
O, Zion. The words of the text 
seem befitting the times and the con- 
dition of the church. There was never 
a time in the modern history of the 
church when it seemed to be in such 
a drowsy condition, and never when 
it was more necessary for it to aronse 
itself aud assert its strength than 
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the church we represent, and in gen- 
eral, to the whole church. Things to 
which the ministry shonld awake: 
I. Consecration. The fathers of our 
church were far more like Isaiah—von- 
«6crnated to God and their calling than 
thousands of their sucgessors. Theft 
telt first, their own undone dondition, 
and when their. iniquity was purged 
and their sins taken away and their 
lips touched with a live coal from 
God's altar, they went forth sacrificing 
and being sacrificed for God and the 
church, and the results of their labors 
were tho salvatiou of souls and the 
spreading of the church. The ovi- 
dence today is that a large number 
are Allling the pulpits because it 
is, or so considered. «a privilege, 
Some hold that a man has « rigbt 
to make a selection of the ministry as 
a profession, but the scriptures teach 
as that the Lord chooses those whom 
he would hare predch His word. The 
man who dares to ascend this ssered 
rostrum ought to be thoroughly con- 
vinced by the boly spirit that it is a 
duty enjoined from above, yea, that 
necessity is lajd upon me and woe 1s 
me if I preach not the gospel. Never 
did the church need a consocrated 
ministry more than in this age of ex- 
travagant specnlation and unholy am- 
bition. 

Another thing to which the ministry 
needs to awake. The spread of the 
Redeemer's kingdom and the conver- 
sion and salvation of souls are com- 
mitted to your care. Le are my wit- 
nesses. (Go ye, therefore, into all the 
world and make disciples. Yon should 
be more concerned abont who carried 
this gospel and what manner of men 
they are, Let ns read Acts Ist ch., 
11th vr. The Apostles were greatly 
ecmeerned- abont who should fill Ju- 
as' place, bnt the chief thing that 
concerned them was to know the 
Lord's choice. They had no persongl 
choice nor selfish ends to meet. Our 
ministry needs more of the apostolie 
purpose. The Bishop's counsel is dis- 
regarded, Year after year he advises 
against taking into "conference un- 
qualified men aud advancing in orders 
those already admitted, but year after 
year they are both admitted and ad- 
vahced many of whom have never 80 
much as scen the books required to 
prepare them for the Lonors sought. 
With two-thirds of the preachers en- 
tering the ministry from the fields and 
common labor occupations, and the 
congregations being largely supple- 
mented from the common, high 
schools aud cottages, it does not re- 
quire à philosopher to tell future re- 
sults. 

I appeal to your better judgment, 
to your duty to God and the church, 
and more, your duty to a perishing 
world, awake and put on your strength 
aud say there chall no more go out 
from this conference the unconseerated 
and naqualified. 

Great is the responsibility encum- 
bered upon those who preach the gos- 
pel of the Son of God. "Tis not a 
canse of «mall import, the Pastor's 
care demands; bat what might fill an 
angel's heart, and filled the Savior's 
hands.” Oh, how much we need a 
qualified and couseerated ministry in 
this age of science and sorcalled re- 
ligions liberty. The once powerful 
inflaence of the pulpit, where is it, 
what it today? It is gone, it is 
trampled in the dust and laughed to 
0, once powerful army ot the 
living God, I saw you marching in the 
power of your s*trength, having on 
your head the helmet of salvation, 
upon your breast the shield of faith. 
[ xaw around your waist the girdle of 
truth, in your hands the sword of the 
*pirit and upon your feet the sandals 
of the gospel of peace. Aud when you 
went to battle for God I «aw the hosts 
of hell give away. Queens wept and 
kings left their thrones; bowed at 
your feet, while multitudes cried, 
What shall we do to be saved? But 
alas! that wonderful power is passing 
away; those gifts are rarely possessed 
by the men who fill the pulpits of to- 
day. There is plenty of logic and 
rhetoric and philosophy, but ob, for 
that power to move the people from 
ein unto righteousness, Pride, selfish- 
ness and nnholy ambitian have broken 
the backbone of the ministry and to- 
day we are in the midst of « deplorable 
styte of affairs. That moral courage 
that actuated the ministry of the past 
to defend the right and condemn the 
wrong is sadly needed among us to- 
day. Not a man in the American pul- 
pit who has the ear of America, who 
dares to lift his voice agaiust the out- 
rages perpetrated against hamanity. 
O, brethren, how we need to awake. 
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Another matter to which I would 
like to call your attention, and in 
which vou should be interested: I 
refer to the injudicious method of cut- 
ting np districts and circuits and 
making Missions and pauper preach- 
ers, The people are complaining. But 
before we pass from the ministry di- 
rect, I wust call your attention to a 
much needed factor in the minjstry— 
how to pastor. As pulpit orators the 
Negrp is the equal of any of the age. 
We have our Spurgeons, Beechers, 
Monseys, Talmages, Moodys and 
Sam Jones. Much time has 
been spent in the study of how 
to preach, but how to pastor is far 
more important. You are not only to 
catch men but hold them who are 
caught. Father, all that thou givest 
me I have kept aul none of them is 
lost but the sou of perdition that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled.” Happy 
the man who on returning can bring 
his sheaves with him, The qualifying 
methods given by the Fathers in the 
book of discipline should be carefully 
studied and diligently pursued. Ex- 
ample is powerful for good or evil. 

As in a dark night ons goes before 
with ea lantern for others to follow, 
even so the life and conversation of 
the Pastor ought to be a burning

Soon he felt a nip at his tail and gave 
« growl; then another, which 80 
aronscd his passion that he turned aud 
hagged the great sav till he was saved 
in two. Bishop Turner is authority 
for the following statement: That 95 
per cent of all*church troubles arise 
from-bad management of the Pastor, 
and yon may take my word for it, that 
half of such tronbles come from a fail- 
ure on the part of the Pastor to gov- 
ern his passion or ill temper. The fol- 
lowing record of passion may come in 
well here: A rich landlord ones cruelly 
oppresved «a poor widow, Her little 
sou of eight years naw it. He ufter- 

wards became a painter and painted a 
life likeness of the dark scene. Years 
afterwards he placed it where the man 

«aw it. He tarned pale, trembled in 
every joint and offered any sum to 
purchase it that he might put it out of 
sight. Is not there an invisible 
painter drawing on the coanvas 
of the soul a life likeness, reflecting 
correctly all the passions aud actions 
of our spiritual history on earth? 0 
God, help us ministers to awake and put 
on strength. Let us consider the words 
of the text as they may be applied to the 
church in general. The church should 

awake, because never Since the days 

of the reformation was there less vital 

and spiritual religion than is witnessed 

in the church today, aud the very 
foundations upon which the church is 
established are threatened. Never were 
ther more skeptie tegchings tþan 

there are today, Aro not the gcrip- 

tures fulfilled in these days which say. 

Bat the spirit saith expressly that iu 

later times some shall fall away from 

the faith, giving heed to sedacing 
spirits and doctrines of devils through 

the bypocrisy of men that speak lies 
branded in their own conscience as! 
with a hot iron. And again, *'griev- 

ons times shall come, for men shall be 

lovers of self, lovers of money, boastfnl, 

haughty, railers, disobedient to pa- 

rents, unthankfa', unholy without 

natural affection, implacable, slander- 

ous, without sclf-control, fierce; no 
lovers of good, traitors, headstrong, 

puffed-up lovers of pleasure rather 

than lovers of God, holding the form 

of Godliness but denying the power 

thereof. Are we not witnesSiug the 
falfillment of the apostle's predie- 

tions? The enemies from without are 
not to be feared, but the oscillation of 
the members is dangerous. The church 

is not in devotion today what it was 

thirty years ago. Great stress is laid 

apon this age as au age of independ- 

ent thought, and men are letting the 
independence idea take the place of 

common seuse and reason. The doe» 

trine of many is, it matters not what a 

man, believes if he lives right, and he 

is to be the judge of the right, forgert- 

ting that no life right that is not 

measured by word, and that 

does not come within the compass of 

His will. And John comes in with a 

word of advice that might well be 

heeded in these days, Beloved, be- 

lieve not every spirit, but prove the 

spirits whether they be of God, for al- 

ready many false prophets are gone 
out into the world.” Is not this an at- 

tempt to deprive the church of the 
fandemental traths, of its creed that 
have enabled it to stand the storms of 
persecution, und inspired its reform- 
ers and clothed the martyrs with the 

power to suffer death in its defence; 
and from its basis sprung this grand 
Christian Church a balm to thousands 
of aching hearts, a Solace in death,

YOUR WORTHLESS nid PREACHERS. 
Seven letters are lying on the table 
before ns from seven different minis- 
ters, each one demarfling a better or 
larger appointment, in consideration 
of the churches they have built and 
the number of members they have 
taken in the church. One from Rev. 
G. says that he was sent to a Mission 
of fire members, and at the end of 
three years he left three hundred and 
sixty-five, with a large church with 
over a thousand dollars paid on it; 
and another from Rev. T. says when 
he was seat to a certain place he found 
two members, aud at the end of two 
years he left two hundred and eight- 
een, and he also built a church that 
now seats five hundred; and the other 
ministers give a similar account of 
their labors, and each one thinks it is 
time they were tried in a first-class 
appointment. One says your worth- 
less big preachers are kept all the 
time in first-class appointments, and 
half of them have shown their incom- 
petency to take care of the General 
Church by their published reports of 
Easter day. One, who writes of a cer- 
tain church not in the Sixth Episcopal 
Distriet, however, says his 10-year- 
old son could have made « better re- 
port had he been the Pastor of said 
chmech, and then proceeds to blame 
the Bishops with having pets 
and showing -partiality among the 
preachers. Another one of these com- 
plaining letters says, that he has read 
in the papers of some of our Pastors 
of large appointments having singing 
service of Sabbath nights instead of 
preaching God's word, and that every 
Pastor who will substitute singing 
concerts for preaching the gospel does 
80 becanse he has preached ont, and it 
is time for such Pastors to go and let 
men who love to preach and save sonls 
have a chance to present the gospel to 
the people. We have given a few of 
the many things contained in these 
seven letters, but we beg to say that 
Bishops are made of the same mate- 
rial that Presiding Elders are mide 
of, and Pastors are made of, You 
can scarcely ever get a Presiding 
Elder to look à brother in the face and 
move for his locatiou or «nperannuation 
when he knows that he is doing the 
church no good, can hold no appoint- 
ment, and indeed kills every place he 
is sent to. If these brethren want a 
chance at some of the big appoint- 
ments, and many of them deserve it, 
let them send delegates to the Gen- 
eral Conference who will make a law to 
limit the time of appointments to oue 
church to two years, three at most, 
and you will. have some show. Bat if 
you expect to fool around and allow 
your worthless big preachers to re- 
main five years in charge of your big 
ohurches you will never get a first- 
class appointment. Do not write to 
us if you are fools enough to see your- 
86lves robbed and are too worthless to 
try to help yourselves. 

The little ministers and the middle 
class ministers have it in their power 
to break ,down this self-constituted 
aristocracy, aud send ont a number of 
these men about which they are com- 
plaining to medinm appointments, but 
if they lack the courage, the man- 
hood, the sense and the dare to pro- 
tect themselves by law, when they 
have the making of the law, thon 80 
far as we are concerned they must 
take the consequences, and we hope 
every other Bishop will act the same, 
and throw snch letters as have been 
written by these seven ministers in the 
waste basket, for they have a right to 
pledge every man to vote is they de- 
sire before they vote for him to be a 
delegate to the General Conference, 
and their failure to do so will be a

INCORPORATE AGE OF THE AFRICAN

The A. M. E. and the X. M. E. Z. 
Churches have long been in a foolish 
controversy as to which was first in- 
corporated under the laws of the land,

repeating and rvpedting and repeating 
until the repetition becomes irksome 
and dizgnsting. The man or woman 
who does it, shows both to God aud 
sensible people that they are lazy, that 
they have a sloven brain, aud that 
they are too ignorant to pray ia public. 
Most everybody repeats themselves 
to a limited extent in time of prayer, 
but even then they should try to vari- 
fy their language as much as possible. 
The Lord's prayer starts out with, 
Our Father who art in Heaven, and 
the Lord is not addressed any more 
during the entire prayer, and Christ 
says that the prayer Known as the 
Lord's prayer is the prayer after which 
all should model. He says, after this 
manner pray ye. It is not proper to 
be saying, O God, all through the 
prayer, or to make use of any other 
cant phrase or form of address that in- 
volves repetition. The proper way to 
pray is to address the Lord in what 
ever manner we are inclined, and then 
to address Him no more until we con- 
clade, or are about to conclude. In 
other words, we shonld call His name 
and then proceed to present Him with 
our wants and appeals. 
We also notice of late that it is be- 
coming quite fashionat mong igno- 
rant preachers aud ignoMnt members 
to do away with the Bible terms of 
thee, thy and thou, and use the terms 
you and your, vis: Help ns to serve 
you, to study your word, preach your 
gospel, help as to love you. 
We never hfar any one addressing 
the Lord in time of prayer as yon, or 
your, without feeling miserable, such 
as, O0, Lord, vou know our weakness, 
you know our short comings, you 
know ve love you, you gave your son 
to die for us, and you and you alone 
can save us. We always feel like 
saying, That foolish coon has not read 
the Bible in a year,” as he has forgot- 
ten all Bibical terms, nor have we ever 
herd of any so called . preacher at- 
tempting to pray outside of Bible lau- 
guags that had sense enough to preach 
the faneral of a mnle. 
Thou, The and Thy has been re- 
ceived by the Christiau world as sa- 
cred terms, and should bs reverential- 
ly employed in sermons and prayers.

M. M. Mokone, P. E., and giving the 
same to very Rev. Bishop Dwane, as 
being the founder of the Ethiopian 
Church, which amalgamated with the 
African M. E. Church, They say that 
such a declaration is found in the 


Stoss of March 15th, and we have 
searched the paper over over, to 
find such an assertion made by us, or 
even by Dr. Parks, but we cannot put 
our eyes upon it. As for ourself, 
again and again, have we published 
through Tux Vote or Mrazroxs that 
Rev. M. M. Mokone was the origina- 
tor and founder of the Ethiopian 
Charch in South Africa, and we think 
that everybody in America is familiar 
with that fact, especially _ who 
have read our church papers. Every- 
body in America, also knows that Rev. 
James M. Dwane came to America as 
the elected, appointed and depnted 
delegate of the Ethiopian Church, 
commissioned by the very Rev. M. M. 
Mokone, Snpervisor of the Ethiopian 
connection, to confer with the anthori- 
ties of the African M. E. Church, 
looking to organic unity. Dr. Parks 
did write a communicgtion, which ap- 
pears on the fourth page of Tux Voten 
or M1ss1oxs of March 15th, in which 
he says, that after the Vicar Bishop 
Dwane left the Wesleyan church: 

ound him gathered many of the 
native Preachers, and within a #hort 
time, there was organized a native 
Christian ehurch, with two Annual 
(Conferences, in Johannesburg 
and the other in Cape Town,” 

Dr. Parks evidently meant the 
Trausvaal and Cape Colony, of which 
Johannesburg and Cape Town are the 
capitals, but Dr. Parks has not been 
to Sonth Africa, as we have, and wrote 
bis communication from fragmentary 
atterances, from time to time, in his 
preseude, and was just as liable to 
make some word mistakes as our South 
African brethren make abont America, 
which has quite often been done. 
Presiding Elders Xabs, Gabashane 
and Kumalo further complain about 
Vicar Bishop Dwane being represented 
as a Kaffir and our intention to build 
a Kaffir college in Queenstown. They 
say: It is our desire that the distine- 
tion of African tribes. should be done 
away with, for it has not only caused 
hatred among ourselves, but debarred 
Christianity and unity.” They fur- 
ther say: There are the Basutus, 
Fingoes, Zulus, Cape people, Baro- 
lougs, Batlampings, Barotse, Koran- 
nas, Griquas, Hottentots, Matebeles, 
Amatongas, Amangimbanas, Shanga- 
nas, Amasnazis, Amampondos, Pondo- 
nisis, as well as the Kaffirs and other 
tribes,” They further day: Vicar 
Bishop Dwane, true, is a Kaffir, but 
was sent as our representative to 
America, and not as & Kaffir repre- 
sontative. Aud it greatly pains us to 
$66 Vicer Bishop Dwane preach and 
publish racial feelings instead of Kkill- 
ing it.” We beg to inform onr three 
distiugnished brethren, that Brother 
Doane has never done any such thing. 
To the

bes, they never and 
knew nothing about the tribal preju- 

dices. We ate glad, however, that all 
of the miuisters of the A. M. E. Church 
in South Africa ate trying to aboltsh 
these tribal distinetions and to be 
known as one great ls, and ws are 
pleased to know that Brothers Kaba, 
Gabashane and Kumalo ate watching 
it with a 2ealonk ee. Brit Vicar Bish- 
op Dwane has given no entort ont 
to it in America, and Dr. Parks was 
innocently ignorant of the existence 
of such foolishness, for it is « fooliah- 
ness, franght with genefal cnanedness 
and blight. 

All Africans, regardless of tribes or 
locality, bo they from South Afrita, 
West Africa, East Africa; or even from 
the Desert of Sahara, should be unit 
ed, The Jolofſs, the Sherbroes, 
Timneese, Mandingoes; the Pessyes, 
the Guiness, the Congos; Akasas, Sapel- 
lies, the Golgs and the Honads should 
be as müch venerated by the Kaffirs 
and Zulus and Fingdes and Barotse 
aud Matebeles as if they all lived in 
the same locality, As the white peo- 
ple in the aggregate all over the world 
and virtually all other peoples, who 
are not of African descent are against 
the African, 80; the African, regard 

less of tribe or local sitnation; should 
be one people and one man. Even in 
this great conntry there is a meanness 
existing that is literally iudescribable, 
while two-thirds of the United States 
do not bother persons connected with 
Africa, Yet another third is as mean 
and as eruel to persous with African 
blood in their arteries and veins as the 
devil wants them to be, Let not 
Brothers Xaba, Gabashane and Kuma 
lo be the least afraid that dne credit 
will not be done to Presiding Elder 
Mokone, as the founder of the Ethi- 
opian Church, nor that Vicat Bishop 
Dwane is adjnlating the Kaffirs to the 
detriment of the other tribes. Henry 
Gabashane, brother to the Rev. Abel 
S. Gabashane, who lives in the house 
with ns, says that the siguature of his 
brother's name was not written by 
him, and appears to doubt his brother 
having any knowledge of the paper 
before us. But we believe that if 
Presiding Elder Gabashane did not- 
vign the paper he anthorized the 
writer of the document to put his 
name to it. But none need have any 
fear that Mokone will not get justice, 
or that Dwane has been presenting 
the Ka Urs as superior to other great 
tribes. 

We have here in the United States a 
large number of Joliffs, Golas, Gui- 
neas, Congoes, a few Timnecse, Honsas, 
Eboes and some other tribes, but we 
never dream of referring to them. We 
are known as Africans, Afro-Ameri- 
cans, Negroes, and more generally as 
colored people. If any one were to 
come to this country and attempt to 
draw a tribal line he would be 
drummed ont of the land. The Bishops 
of the A. M. E. Church have four 
tribes represented in their number, 
bat if anyone should raise the issue 
of discrimination or distinetion on ac- 
count of that, he would be laughed to 
scorn, Our South African brethren 
will, therefore, see that if V. B. 
Daune had attempted to have raised 
a tribal question jn this country he 
would have been hissed ont of it. Dr. 
Parks himself is a cross between the 
Joliff and the Mandingo, possibly 
two-thirds of Joliff, bat he is just as 
devoted to the Fingoes, Zulus and the 
Matebeles as to any other African; for 
he is too great, too learned and too 
grand, intellectually and morally, not 
to know that God made us of one 
blood. 

Mr. Francis Gow, the great photo- 
grapher of Cape Town and Dr. Parks 
very much resemble each other in 
size, beight, manly bearing, stately 
carriage and in intellectual strength. 
While there is some small feature of 
difference, they could well pass for 
brothers, and he is as much above such 
foolishness as Mr. Gow would be. Let 
onr dear Presiding Elders in South 
Africa haug their complaining harps 
apon the willows and rest in peace. 
We are all one.

Rev. Pompey Elias Pompey, late 
Pastor of Trinity A. M. E. Church, 
Manning, 8.

THE NEGRO YET A SLAYE, 


Bus Unvun, La, May 22, 1899; 

Evrrorx Vorcs or M18810xs: 

Please find space in your valuable 
paper and let this appear. 

The Negroes are yet slaves. I see 
where some of them are talking of im- 
migrating to Africa. 1 think that the 
Negroes of this country ought fo im- 
migrate to Africa or somewhere else, 
where they can get their rights. They 
have always been slaves and always 
will be as long as they live in Ameri- 
ca, They have no privileges here at 
all. They are treated cruel by tbe 
whites throughout the country, and 
the Negro is not allowed to speak for 
bis rights. I think that I will state « 
fact when I say that the Negroes in 
America have no more privileges than 
a hog, especially in this country, 

During my stay in ghe city of 
Shreveport, I have seen the sheriff of 
Red river marching eight Negroes 
from Red river to Shreveport jajl, and 
they were put in jail natil raing 
and then they were taken out aud put 
on the early train for Baton Rogne. 
They all were chF#ined together, some 
by the leg and some by ther haud, and my 
heart bled within me to see my people 
in that condition. I walked behind 
them a piece and prayed that God Al- 
mighty would help the suffering Ne- 
groes in this country, 80 I will say 
that the Negroes in the northern part 
of this state onght to emigrate to Af- 
rica or somewhere else, where they 
can protect themselves. TI often think 
of Slavery and say that we are yet 
slaves. The Negroes are ont off from 
their rights. We need to edncate our 
boys and girls, but we cannot do it in 
this conutry, This is the white man's 
conutry and the Negroes' hell. We are 
only given three months“ school to 
their nine and sometimes we cannot 
get that, and how in the world can we 
educate our children that way? 80 I 
will say that the Negroes onght to go 
to Africa to their fatherland, Africa is 
the place for the Negroes. God help 
us in our suffering condition. 

In conclusion I will say, may God 
help the Negroes and guide them and 
lead them to Africa and protect them 
as He led them ont of Egypt.

Dear Bishop: The Annual Confer- 
ence of the African Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, held at Bloemfontien 29th 
March, '99, has elected me to report 
on the proceedings of the said Annual 
Conference. 

THE TRANSVAAL ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


The third Annual Conference of the 
A. M. E. Church, wes opened at 
Bloemfontien March 29th by Vicar 
Bishop J. M. Dwanue. 

Devotional services were conducted 
by the Vicar Bishop; after a few re- 
marks called on the Rev. H. J. Nick- 
erk of Johannesburg to lead in prayer. 
The first lesson read, Psalm 23, 24 
and 25 by his lordship; second lesson 
read by Rev. A. A. Morrison of Cape 
Town, 

Singing was led by the Rev. B. P. 
Kumalo of this town, assisted by Rev. 
J. G. Xabs, P. E.; and Rev. 8. H. 
Sinamela, Elder of the 0. F. 8. 
Service was impressive, attended by 
elders, deacons, licentiates, exhorters 
from various parts. The service eud- 
ed-with the losing ceremonies. and 
the Viear Bishop declared the Annual 
Conference opened, and authorized 
the various committees to meet and 
frame reports as fullows: 

Committe on public worship, on 
admiss; vn, on ministerial studies, on 
the state of the church, on the state of 
the country, on education, temperance, 
Missions, printing department, Sunday 
schools, dollar money, contingent mon- 
ey, Children's Day, Mite Missionary, 
Endowment Day, memoirs, church ex- 
teusion and Bible cause. ' 

Committees on education and minis- 
ters' studies aud on temperance pre- 
pared appropriate rules to advance 
courses for stadents to pursue for the 
first year and second, thipyd and fourth 
years, which were received by the 
Conference and adopted, 

SECOND DAY, 

The following morning was thronged 
by ministers, kings and princes and 
people from all parts of the state, 
among whom King Ramokgapa - of 
Doutpausburg, Trausvaal, and others 
showed appearance in our midst. The 
Rev. Mokone, who passed on for 
Johannesburg and Pretoria, arrived 
the second day, healthy as a fish in 
water--a man for the. place, as I be- 
lieve you have noticed whilst here as 
Bishop of Africa at last Conference. 

The proceedings of the Conference 
have been all along a success. The 
Vicar Bishop bas ably presided over 
the Conference; everybody in the 
room respected him, farther showing 
the future of the A. M. E. Church in 
Africa in general, that this present 
movement does not only draw atten- 
tion to the colored population, bat 
whites as well. The various goveru- 
ments have up-to-date not troubled us 
in our course. People are constantly 
joining the A. M. E. C., showing 
openly that within three years I shall 
have out here membership outnum- 
bering all other European Churches 
in the color line. The various com- 
mittees were able this time, handling 
or framing their reports better than 
last year, Of course this has been a 
new thing even to myself, as last year 
some of the brethren sat on my neck 
and I could not do anything. Bless 
my soul yes they did—thanks, the 
Senior Bishop was present. 

The Vicar Bishop shall have a tre- 
mendous district to travel, which 
would make it impossible for him, aud 
also for the European population. 
They don't disrespect our V. B.--No 
not in the least, but one Bishop can- 
not ide over three different states.

The central building of Morris 
Brown College should be built at once 
and the more than six hundred minis 
ters of Georgia should furnish the 
money to do it. We can and onght to 
build it and at once begin today 
The money spent for tobacco, cigars 
and numerous other useless luxuries 
would sufflee. We should, according 
to our position and ability, send each 
month from one dollar or more apiece. 
We should also revive May Day, ask 
the people for a collection, = free-will 
offering, begin the collection by put- 
ting down a dollar or more, inform the 
people that the ministry is responsi- 
ble for the completion of the work and 
the people will cot fail in following. 
We submit the following reasons for 
the ministers doing this work: 

J. We are charged with the sin of 
covetonsnerns, It is commonly said 
that we are taking all in, sponge-like. 
and giving out nothing. Many of us 
never give in the collections, nor our 
families; we crowd others and forget 
our own. Woe are more able to give 
from the fact of having a steady anp- 
port, living better, and should practice 
what we prench. Be more liberal. 

2. We should evidence our sincerity 
as regards superannuated ministers, 
widows, orphans and such like. We 
urge that their support is denied them 
and given to the college, forgetting(?) 
that we vote it that way. Now sinee 
we never, after voting, make np the 
deficiency to replace the money, let us 
raise the money to build with from our 
pockets direct, and our consciences 
will not trouble us so much at each 
conference. Do this, and we will no 
longer have cause to complain of the 
beneficiaries' talk against the church 
because of our own meanness and un- 
righteons acts. 

Z. We should exhibit a more sub- 
stantial boast of our love for the cause 
as represented by the principles of 
African Methodism. We should pat 
np that building or shut up! If we 
are sincere we will show the same by 
onr work and the whole conntry will 
do ns honor. 

4. By pntting up that building it 

would be a refutation of the slanders 
of the white press and of onr enemies, 
It is said that the Negro does nothing 
to help himself, he is a beggar, a snc- 
cess in nothing, the Negro ministry is 
worthless and a Stumbling block to 
the progress of their people and much 
more; what bolder and more beautiful 
contradiction to all this than to rear 
np such a glorious monument, bearing 
from base to summit the record of the 
tribute of the Georgia ministry. 
5, It is the opportunity of our lives. 
The great conflict is on; shall we en- 
roll? Will we scale the heights, 
storm the battlements, show our valor 
and hang the trophy of victory on the 
pinnacle of that building? The future 
will reveal the ontcoming Negro bards 
and historians to tell of our achieve- 
ment. 

6. We are in debt to the church. It 
owes us nothing, we owe it every- 
thing. It is a debt of gratitude which 
we can not shift by lying lips, for the 
world sees that we are the best fed, 
dressed, honored and esteemed class 
of Negroes to be found anywhere on 
the continent. Just think for a mo- 
ment, the church gives employment 
to thousands of men as ministers, 
teachers, organists, sextons, printers 
clerks, bricklayers, carpenters, paint- 
ers and numerons others, It gives in- 
flaence, prestige and worth to our sons 
aud daughters in the moral, financi al 
and political world; and now to refuse 
to do such a «mall thing; give such a 
small tithe, is but to show ourselves 
hase and ignominiogys ingrates, denying 
the hand that all — 2 has fed and ca- 
ressed us. 8 

7. We should bring to God a thanks 
giving offering, but no vain obla- 
tion. Let it be as an altar set up 
commemorative of his goodness to us; 
a memorial which we should bring 
with willing hands and hearts; an of- 
fering fit for His temple. It is a fit 
time; we have the mau who introduced 
African Methodism upder the smoke 
of northern cannon and mnsketry, as 
the sous and daughters of bondage 
were dropping from their limbs their 
sundered shackles and fetters. No 
better priestly bands than his can be 
fonnd, none more worthy to“ offer our 
gift to God and humanity. Let us

Alaskan Sledges. 

The Alaskan sleds are bullt of wood 
as light as Is consistent with strength, 
and lashed together with hide ropes, 
so that the whole frame-work will glre 
readily and not be easily broken by 
the constant rough usage to which 
they are subjected. The sled is from 
nine to ten feet long, and eighteen or 
twenty inches wide, with the run- 
ners one foot deep, shod with walrus 
Ivory or strips of bone fashloned out 
of the jay bone of the whale. The 
rails or sides are about elghteen inches 
high, and at the rear end of the sled 
are handles coming up high enough for 
a man to push and guide it without 
bendſhg very much. There Is a cover 
made of light drilling which 1s spread 
in the bottom of the sled, and large 
enough so that after the articles have 
been packed on snngly It hanls up | 
over the load and the ends overlap on | 
top. 


The load is then lasbed the whole 
length of the sled with hide thongs.— 
Harper's Magazine.

We believe that 
in the inscratable nd unerr- 
ing wisdom and providencs of 
God, our people were trans- 
ported to America that in course of 
time by repatriation we may be glori- 
onsly benefited, We are more than 
thankfnl, therefore, that the African 
Methodist Episcopal Churches have 80 
apontaneously turned their attention 
to the gold coast, and it is the earncet 
desire of every right-minded and un- 
bigoted memper of the community that 
the new Missions may be owned and 
blessed of God to the edification and 
spiritual profit of the teeming thous- 
ands in the country who as yet have 
not been reached and evangelized by 
any Missionary body. 

Dr. Snelson preached to a magnifi- 
cont conconrse of people at Wesley 
church last Sunday evening; the 2d 
inst., a discourse which is unanimous- 
ly rated to be the grandest heard in 
this colony for years past. People of 
all rank, profession aud class that 
were drawa to the service testified to 
the ability, capacity and eloquence of 
the preacher, which had been ramored 
in the city before his arrival. At the 
end of the sermon and before inter- 
pretation, he started a chorus which 
was beautifully caught up by the 
seethirg mass of hearers, and the 
effect was very fine.

Going to Leave the Country —the Fn- 
ture Here But Hell. 


This should be a Lotion of pro- 
found interest to every true, aud intel- 
ligent Negro in America. 

We, who are contending for equal 
rights before the law and equal priv- 
ileges in all of tle pursnits of busi- 
ness, find ourselves grappling with a 
most stupendons foe; and ,rhen we 
look at our surroundings 
next to impossible that we should suc- 
ceed, We can only flud encourage- 
ment in the Scripture. that avs, **All 
things are possible with God.“ 

I used to think, and try now some- 
times to think, that we ean become a 
great people here and enjoy all of the 
rights and privileges of any other 
American-citizep, but this is an ab- 
surd and vain thought to an intelli- 
gent mind that is acquainted with 
American history, especially since the 
emancipation. For every bit of Ameri- 
can history from emancipation till now 
and every environment with which we 
are surrounded point to one 
fact—that the greatest oppor- 
tunities and possibilities for Negro 
manhood and greatness lie beyond the 
sen. Every diabolical crime that is 
perpetrated upon our people in this 
so-called land of the free and home of 
the brave and every tidal wave that 
comes from over the sea helps to revegl 
this fact. 

1 question the fact as to whether 
any of the highest stations in life will 
ever be reached by us as & race in this 
country. If we ever reach them we 
will have to change our tactics. - 

If we would more successfully con- 
tend against the opposers to our rights 
and privileges, let us bring more of 
our families out of the cities and towns 
and buy plantations in the country 
and teach therh to work and economize 
and pay for them. Should we take 
this step we conld teach our children 
more economy and self-reliance and 
give them a better moral discipline. 

Abraham reared his family in the 
country and became great, while Lot 
chose « large city aud his family took 
up with fashion aud became immoral 
aud was wrecked. 

Our boys and young men who are 
living in town are learning to smoke 
cigarettes, drink Whisky and to be 
dudes aud idlers, and they are also 
learning to be dependent and serve as 
waiters to another race. 

Our girls are learuing to be fash- 
ionable lavishers. The majority of 
them have little or uo experience in 
the economical characteristics aud vir- 
tues which crowned Rebecca and fitted 
As be & mother or mothers in Is- 
rae!, 

If the Negro is ever to be anything 
good or great, as & race, it will not be
